A BILL  concerning  a 'change 
in  next  year’s  school  calendar 
was  voted  onto  the  agenda  and 
then  passed  by  the  senate.  The 
bill  suggests  that  Christmas  va- 
cation start  earlier  than  the 
scheduled  date  of  December  22, 
to  allow  students  in  the  Eastern 
United  States  to  travel  home  in 
enough  time  not  to  endanger 
themselves  by  unsafe  speeding. 

Reporting  for  the  Student  Ac- 
tivities committee,  Senator  Al- 
lan Youngberg  disclosed  the  re- 
sults of  a survey  taken  at  the 
Junior  Prom  assembly  concern- 
ing the  queen  situation  at  BYU. 

TWENTY-FIVE  persons  voted 
for  doing  away  completely  with 
queen  contests,  forty  felt  there' 
were  too  many  queens  every 
year,  fifty-five  persons  wanted 
more  contests,  and  a majority 
of  two  hundred  and  thirty  six 
felt  the  situation  was  just  right 
the  way  it  is  now,  said  Young- 
berg. 

Senator  Ralph  Tate  suggested 
the  Associated  Men  Students- 
Associated  Women  Students  am- 
endment to  the  Constitution  be 
put  to  studentbody  vote  on  the 
fall  ballot  for  homecoming 
queen.  Dee  Hadley,  executive 
representative  to  the  Senate,  in- 
dicated they  would  take  the  mat- 
ter to  the  executive  council. 

The  committee  on  Greater 
Community  Affairs  presented  a 
resolution  to  the  Senate  provid- 
ing for  a strong  stand  of  the 
Senate  against  the  Kennedy-Ja- 
vits  bill  currently  coming  up  in 
the  United  States  Congress. 

THE  BILL  before  Congress  is 
to  do  away  with  loyalty  oath  sec- 
tion of  the  National  Defense  Ed- 
ucation Act  (a  student  loan  prog- 
ram). By  passing  the  resolution, 
the  BYU  senate  in  effect  went  on 
record  as  asking  Congress  not  to 
repeal  the  loyalty  oath  section, 
and  as  being  in  direct  disagree- 
ment with  the  stand  advocated 
by  the  United  States  National 
Student  Assoc.  (NSA). 

In  the  resolution,  which  was 
presented  by  Senator  Ralph 
Stewart,  it  was  stated  that  “the 
students  of  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity, in  a recent  poll,  indi- 
cated their  overwhelmng  appro- 
val of  the  loyalty  oath  and  dis- 
claimer affidavid  . . .”,  to  which 
Senator  John  Bingham  spoke 
against.

Russ  Take  Feline  Role 
In  Cat,  Mouse  Drama 

PARIS,  May  10 — (UPI) — Soviet  Premier  Nikita  Khrush- 
chev is  playing  a cat  and  mouse  game  with  the  American  spy 
plane  incident,  diplomatic  circles  said  today. 

On  one  hand,  Khrushchev  is  pressing  ahead  with  a cam- 
paign  of  threats  and  accusations 

based  on  the  May  1 violation  of  IOC  Constitution 
Soviet  air  space. 

Holds  Absenteeism 
As  Legal  Offense 


ON  THE  OTHER  hand,  the 
Soviet  Premier  has  advised  Wes- 
tern leaders  that  the  summit 
talks  next  week  should  not  be 
affected  too  strongly  by  the  in- 
cident, acording  to  Soviet  sour- 
ces here. 

Diplomats  said  Khrushchev 
thus  was  providing  himself  an 
easy  excuse  if  the  May  16  con- 
ference fails.  At  the  same  time, 
he  hoped  to  cool  off  Western  an- 
ger before  it  reached  a point 
that  could  threaten  the  East- 
West  talks. 

IF  THE  SUMMIT  talks  do 
break  down,  the  .diplomats  said, 
the  reason  probably  would  be 
Soviet  refusal  to  change  its  rigid 
attitude  on  Berlin  and  German 
reunification  and  not  the  plane 
fuss. 

But  the  admitted  act  of  espion- 
age has  given  Khrushchev  a 
ready  excuse  for  the  world. 

THE  SOVIET  sources  said 
Khrushchev,  in  letters  sent  yes- 
terday to  Presidents  Eisenhower 
and  De  Gaulle  and  Prime  Minis- 
ter Macmillan,  said  that  the 
plane  incident,  grave  though  it 
is,  should  not  be  permitted  to 
have  too  strong  an  effect  on  the 
pre-summit  atmosphere. 

They  said  the  letters  also  not- 
ed that  Khrushchev  regards  his 
preliminary  talks  with  Western 
leaders  as  useful  preparations 
for  the  summit. 


The  IOC  constitution  pro- 
vides for  legal  action  against 
absenteeism  of  representatives 
so  that  offenders  are  liable  for 
court  summons.

Ghana  became  the  first  black  African 
country  to  gain  independence  from  Britain. 

BADU  MENTIONED  that  many  people 
had  criticized  the  alleged  lack  of  freedom 
of  speech  and  freedom  of  the  press  in  Ghana. 
He  said,  “I  maintain  there  is  no  other  coun- 
try with  more  freedom  of  speech  or  of  the 
pi’ess  than  Ghana.” 

Recently  a newspaper  editor  in  Ghana 
was  deported,  but  it  was  not  because  he 
criticized  the  government’s  economic  plan 
but  because  instead  of  writing  about  it  in 
his  columns,  he  wrote  private  letters  to  in- 
fluential Parliament  members  in  Britain  and 
prominent  Americans  to  discourage  them 
from  aiding  in  the  Ghana  plan. 

The  young  writer  said  he  felt  the  policy 
for  dealing  with  treason  in  Ghana  was  really 
quite  liberal.  He  reported  that  instead  of  ex- 
ecuting traitors,  the  government  “detains” 
them  in  jail  for  five  years. 


ed  countries  and  management 
methods.

TEELE  FELT  that  fhe  increase 
in  population  is  “not  due  to  a 
rising  birth  rate  but  the  decrease 
of  death  rates.”

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Pendulum  Returns 


•Brigham  Young  University’s  Foucault  Pendulum 
is  back  in  its  “fishbowl”  in  the  Eyring  Science  Center 
this  week  after  five  months.  It  will  take  perhaps  a 
couple  of  days  for  the  vibrations  to  die  down,  then  the 
new  pendulum  will  be  back  in  its  constant,  37  hour  cycle 
for  good,  we  hope. 

The  new  pendulum  weighs  250  pounds,  some  73 
pounds  more  than  the  177  pound  original  which  was 
carted  away  by  thieves  last  -December.  The  thieves 
damaged  the  original  ball,  making  deep  grooves  on  the 
highly  polished  surface  in  wliat  was  apparently  an  at- 
tempt to  cut  it  up. 

Persons  who  perpetrate  such  so  called  pranks  prob- 
ably don’t  realize  the  trouble  and  work  they  cause.  Per- 
haps they  do  realize,  but  just  don’t  care.  At  any  rate, 
the  restoration  involved  a long  tedious  and  expensive 
process. 

After  the  ball  was  recovered  it  had  to  be  re-cast. 
Were  it  not  for  the  kindness  of  the  Pacific  States  Cast 
Iron  Pipe  Company,  the  cost  could  have  been  prohibi- 
tive. Casting  of  the  new  yellow  brass  ball  was  done  with- 
out cost  by  the  Pacific  Stales-company.  - 

A£ter  the  ball  had  been  cast  there  remained  the 
intricate  and  tedious  job  of  machining  it  into  perfect 
symmetry.  The  machining  was  done  by  Cecil  Oaksj  main- 
tenance and  operations  director  of  the  physical  plant 
department.  This  work,  which  required  a great  deal  of 
skill  and  concentration,  was  also  donated  by  Mr.  Oaks. 

There  is  a real  lesson  and  a tinge  of  irony  in  the 
theft,  recovery  and  re-location  of  the  pendulum.  The 
thieves  were  obviously  skilled  and  intelligent  to  be  able 
to  pull  off  the  theft  undetected.  It  was  obvious  also,  that 
they  were  seeking  publicity  for  the  stunt. 

Contrast  this  with  the  events  which  led  to  getting 
the  pendulum  back  in  its  rightful  place.  It  took  more 
skill  by  far,  more  patience,  more  dedication  to  re-make 
the  pendulum  than  it  did  to  steal  it. 

The  persons  who  were  doing  the  rebuilding  worked 
quietly  and  unobstrusively.  Installation  of  the  new  pend- 
ulum would  have  remained  unrecorded  if  the  Universe  ' 
had  not  been  tipped  off  by  an  alert  student. 

In  the  one  case  we  have  a flashy,  daring  theft  which 
probably  gave  the  thieves  a sense  of  pride  or  accomplish- 
ment for  a time.  In  the  other  we  have  a group  working 
quietly  and  skillfully  to  restore  that  which  was  lost. 

We  would  hope  that  the  number  of  persons  in  the 
second  category  always  outnumbers  those  in  the  first. 
If  not  it  would  be  a sorry  world.
